Prussian cabinet was removed from 
office by the government of the Reich 
tonight and state secretaries were ap- 
pointed as deputy federal commis- 
sioners to replace the ousted ministers. 
The German government, with old- 
time military precision moved swiftly 
Wednesday morning to establish a 
virtual dictatorship over the huge 
state of Prussia and to clamp down 
martial law on the city of Berlin and 
the province of Brandenburg. The 
first action was taken under an emer- 
gency decree issued by President von 
Hindenburg on Wednesday morning. 
It followed a critical pressure upon 
the government to stop the political 
riots which have taken a toll of more 
than one hundred dead and 1,200 in- 
jured in the last three weeks,

vocabulary, makes it also possible to 
create at any time promptly and easily 
whatever word may be needed, and 
to express every conceivable shade of 
meaning. so that even new ideas which 
are brought out steadily in the pro- 
gress of civilization, can be interpret- 
ea without any difficulty whenever 


such a demand may arise. ; 


In addition to what has been said 
above, there are still other reasons 
why Esperanto is exceedingly easy to 
learn. One of these is that the pro- 
nounciation of Esperanto offers no 
difficulty whatever. because it is based 
on the most frequently occuring 
sounds found in the natural langua- 
ges.—Furthermore, every letter which 
is written, is pronounced, and every 
letter which is pronounced is written. 


| The sound of a letter remains always 


the same in Esperanto and every 
sound used in this language is always 
represented by the same letter. (Just 
think of English where e, ee, ea, i, ie, 
el and even u, as in business, may all 
represent the same sound, or where 
one and the same letter is pronounced 
in so and so many different ways 
without any definite rule as to its 
correct pronunciation according to 
given circumstances; thus ‘i’ in will, 
wide, first: or the ‘a’ in trade, apple, 
are. final, any. 

Esperanto, much like Italian, is a 
beautiful and harmonious language— 
The beauty of a language depends 
largely upon the quality and quantity 
of its vowels, particularly upon the 
frequency of final vowels as found in 
Spanish and Italian. Beautiful vow- 
els, pure and sonoreus, are music; 
therefore we use the Italian stand- 
ards: do, re, mi, fa, ete-—You may 
well imagine a pretty melody express- 
ed only by vowels, but fancy a song 
consisting merely of consonants: m., t, 
k. p. r. n, f. etc.. and you will realize 
that it is unquestionably the frequency 
ef vowels which makes a language 
musical hence beautiful— Professor 
Gilbert Murray (Regius Professor of 
Greek at Oxford University. England) 
describes Esperanto as “a delicate and 
beautiful piece of work.” 


Esperanto Organizations 

Esperanto is officially represented 
in all parts of the world by the “Uni- 
versal Esperanto Association,” with 
headquarters in Geneva, Switzerland 
(Universala Espcranto Asocio, 12 
Boulevard du Theatre, Geneva), which 
has at present about 10,000 members. 
It has official representatives called 
“Delegates.” stationed in more than 
170 cities and towns of the five con- 


nts.

This organization is not one of those 


which merely collect dues from their 
members. but one which demonstrates 
by every phase of its activity the spirit | 
of real service. It publishes a month- 
called “Esperanto,” a

of Esperanto, it furnishes information

This allowed of the 
specialization of labor and the ex- 
change of goods between men, com- 
munities, and nations. But the out- 
put of the Spanish mines ceased, the 
gold in circulation wore out in so 
many generations, paper and credit 
insurance as a basis of exchange had 
not been invented—and Rome fell. 


Why Did Rome Fall? 

At the time of the fall of Rome 
there were 40,000,000 dollars of gold 
in circulation—not the $400,000,000 as 
at the zenith of her power. The $40,- 
000,000 was in the hands of a few— 
the masses were on the “bread line.” 
The Roman soldier, invincible when 
fighting for the freedom of home and 
country, could not possibly fight with 
the same will to win when his home 
was in the bondage of a debt he could 
not pay because of the scarcity of 
money. So Rome fell—fell as a giant 
will fall when his life blood is drained 
away. 

Money a Circulating Medium 

Drain money away and the legs and 
arms of our giant civilization will be- 
come weak. The primary producers 
are the legs and arms. We often call 
society the body politic. Our financial 
institutions are the heart of this body. 
When they pump money to the ex- 
tremities of society in a regular and 
continuous flow, there is prosperity 
and normalcy. But if the heart shall 
say, “Because I am not of the foot, 
I am therefore not of the body,” is it, 
therefore, not of the body? If the 
heart shal) say, “I will pump only half 
the amount of this life-giving fluid 
around this body,” the patient then 
becomes weak and anaemic, and this 
will in turn affect the heart. “As we 
are many members in one body and 
all members have not the same office, 
so we being many are one body” in 
society. Every part of the body, every 
part of society, must function—not in 
its own interest only, but in the in- 
terest of the whole body. If the heart 
will not work in a norma! fashion, we 
must call scientific help; if our finan- 
cial institutions will not keep money 
circulating in a normal way, then it 
is time they received the attention of 
a doctor or the whole body of society 
is endangered. 


Injections Needed 
The financial stream is low. Canada 
needs injections of new money. Where 
will it come from? From the printing 
press. But some will say that is a 
crime. Now, look here: Did you ever 
see a Goliar bill that was not printed? 
In the past financiers have con- 
trolled the printing press and money 
was scarce or plentiful as it suited 
their purpose. In the future the press 
that prints money will be controlled 
by the representatives of the people. 
It will be controlled in the interests of 
all the people—not in the interests of 
the few—and “economic democracy” 
shall be established in the earth. 
“These things shall be: a loftier 
race 
Than e’er the world hath known, 
shall rise, 
With flame of freedom in their 
souls 
And light of knowledge in their 
eyes.” 


The Gold Basis 


“But.” remarks someone, “What 
about the gold basis?” Well, when 
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j& city in which you lived and your 
house went down with the rest, you 
would proceed to rebuild your own 
house, would you not, if you were 
| satisfied to live in that city? That is 
| what we in Canada must do with our 
| couapeea financial structure — rebuild 
| it. 


Canada Must Refiate Her Currency 


We don't need five times as much 
money—as France did. We do need 
an amount in circulation within 
Canada similar to what was in circu- 
lation when the dollars now owing 
were loaned. When the amount of 

oney in circulation in Canada is 
similar to what it was in the years 
1924 to 1928, prices within Canada 
will be similar to what they were in 
the years 1924 to 1928. The produc- 
tion required to pay our debts would 
then be similar to what it was four 
years ago—not as it is now, three 
times as great. 


As Simple as A, B, C. 


Dollar wheat in Grande Prairie 
would be as simple as A, B, C, if the 
government of Canada only wished to 
make it so. Germany, France, and 
Italy have wheat prices nearer two 
dollars than one for their farmers, But 
the farmer of the Canadian West is 
the goat, and the burden of the world's 
sins falls on him, with the consent of 
the present leaders in our fair 
Dominion. 

In contrast to this treatment of the 
farmer, the government of our fair 
Dominion apparently has said to our 
manufacturers, to our life insurance 
companies, and to our banks: 


“The sun shall not smite thee by 
Gay nor the moon by night. 

A thousand (farmers?) shal! fall 
at thy side and ten thousand 
at thy right hand, but it (the 
great deflation?) shall not 
come nigh thee. 

Only with thine eyes shall thou 
behold and see the reward of 
the wicked (farmers?)” 


But hold! The western provinces 
have answered back: “Stay thy 
hand.” The western Canadian farmer 
“Isaac” is not to be offered up on the 
altar of finance with its imaginary 
“gold basis.” At least, not just now. 
The western farmer says: “You can 
‘rain’ a little more money into circu- 
lation; in fact, you can restore the 
amount to normal—and Canadian 
prices to normal—before you raise 
that knife on high to shed innocent 
blood.”

But if the Canadian dollar was now 
only worth fifty cents on the world 
gold basis, Canadian wheat would 
now be worth a dollar in Canada. 

This is the explanation of the above: 
Let us say that wheat today is worth 
70 cents per bushel on the world's 
market. It costs, roughly, 25 cents 


| per bushel to get that wheat from 


Grande Prairie to the world’s market. 
But if it took 100 of our cents to be 
worth 50 cents on the world market, 
it would take 140 of our cents to be 
worth 70 cents on the world market 
and our bushel of wheat at 70 cents 
abroad would be 140 here, less the 


| freight of roughly 35 cents; which 


would give us 105 cents per bushel for 
our wheat. We could then pay debts, 
interest, taxes, salaries, and a normal 
situation would exist as between 
debtor and creditor in Canada.

It has been said by Canadian lead- 
ers that the financial structure of the 
world has collapsed and Canada must 
collapse also. That statement does 
not excuse Canada for staying col- 
lapsed.

Surely 
they must have looked up to the hills 
rising on either side of the river and 
thought of the words of that well- 
known psalm, and gained courage and 
strength from it. Today the world 
must look to the true source of its 
help. Human agencies and systems 
have brought us to the verge of econ- 
omic and social bankruptcy. Nothing 
can save the world from ruin but a 
return to the simplicity of the Gospel 
of Jesus. 

The service closed with the Bishop's 
blessing and the singing of the Mar- 
quis of Lorne’s well-known hymn, 
“Unto the Hillis.” 

After the service a pienic lunch was 
served beneath the maples, but was 
brought to a sudden end by a heavy 
downpour of rain.
